Councillors agreed the 
heritage district shuttle 
between the Fort George 
parking lot and the Court 
House needs more service, 
but aren't sure yet where 
the money will come from 
to pay for it. 

The increase in service 
comes with an $18,400 
price tag to pay for the 
additional coverage which 
began on June 15 and will 
run until Oct. 13. 

During Monday’s public 
works committee meeting, 
councillors were informed 
that an additional service 
was added as an interim 
measure to provide an extra 
shuttle between 9 a.m. and 
11 p.m. and another 
between 4 p.m. and 6 p.m. 
to transport tourists to and 
from the Heritage District. 

The changes in service 
came as a result of com¬ 
plaints from tour operators 
who said their passengers 
were experiencing missed 
connections and departure 
delays of up to an hour.

The Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake has joined 
several other municipali¬ 
ties in issuing a ban on 
open-air burning. 

Extreme weather con¬ 
ditions, with no prospect 
of rain in the forecast, led

Department to issue an 
immediate ban on all 
open air burning in town. 

Wednesday's ban sus¬ 
pends all previously-ap¬ 
proved open air burns and 
includes the burning of 
clean wood and brush, 
outdoor campfires and 
the use of all outdoor 
wood-burning applianc- 

The fire department 
recommends that resi¬ 
dents also refrain from 
using other outdoor 
flame-producing devices, 
such as natural gas flame 
logs or propane-fuelled 
fireplaces, patio torches 
and outdoor candles dur¬ 
ing this ban. 

Residents reminded 
that all outdoor smoking 
material should be fully 
extinguished before being 
discarded. 


Also, open air burning 
is not approved when a 
smog advisory has been 
issued for Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

Anyone conducting 
open air burning in con¬ 
travention of the ban is 
guilty of an offence and 
may be charged. 

The fire department 
will continue to monitor 
weather conditions and 
will issue a media release 
to let residents know when 
the open air burning ban 
is lifted.

The shuttle used in 
other years by 5-0 Taxi 
carried 26 passengers, 
while these shuttles, 
which are fuUy wheelchair 
accessible, have room for 
only 24 passengers. 

The shuttle capacity 
during peak season in 
2011 was 2,808 passen¬ 
gers per day each way, 
while the capacity for 


2012 has been reduced to 
1,824 passengers each 
day, one way. 

A report provided to 
council notes that there is 
a 12 per cent increase in 
arriving tour bus passen¬ 
gers over 2011. 

The decision needs to 
be ratified by council 
when it meets Monday in 
order for the increased 
service to continue. 


Councillor Maria Bau- 
Coote asked where the 
extra money to pay for the 
additional service would 

“I don’t want to see tax 
payers footing the bill for 
this,” she said. 

Kuczera said the Town 
has yet to identify where 
the money to pay for the 
service will come from. 

“It will have to be dealt 
with at the end of the year. 
One possibility is from 
parking revenues.” 

Lord Mayor David Eke 
suggested the tourists 
who use it should pay for 
the costs for the service. 

Kuczera didn’t agree 
with Eke because it would 
drive tourists away from 
using the service, he said. 

“It’s a fine line 


I 
wouldn’t advocate 
100 per cent recov¬ 
ery now. That’s not 
to say we can’t 
move toward that 
in the future but 
not without severe 
pains," Kuczera 

Eke asked Town 
staff to provide a 
report in the fall

The Glendale proj¬ 
ect of about 100 high- 
end retail outlets with 
restaurants and a food 
court, is being described 
as a tourism destina¬ 
tion that would com¬ 
pliment the wineries, 
Niagara Falls and other 


attractions in the area, 
with many of its visi¬ 
tors coming from out¬ 
side the region. 

The project is 
expected to bring about 
1,000 construction jobs 
to the area, and once 
open, will employ more 
than 1,500 full- and 
part-time workers. 

Niagara-on-the- 
Lake will share about 
$7.8 million in devel¬ 
opment charges with 
the Region, and could 
expect about $1 mil¬ 
lion a year in commer¬ 
cial taxes for the town 
coffers.

Are outlet mall 0MB appeals frivolous? 


The enormous outlet mall proposed 
for Glendale in Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
receiving huge support for the benefits it's 
hoped it will bring to the town and the 

Some feel optimism may be exaggerat¬ 
ed, with similar US malls fairly close by 
and shoppers accustomed to going over 
the border, but no doubt there will be visi¬ 
tors to the region who will enjoy doing 
some shopping while they're here. 

However the developer's tight time¬ 
line maybe overly optimistic if two appeals 
to the Ontario Municipal Board can't be 
settled before a hearing. 

The Town of Lincoln's claim that the 
mall will take away from a development at 
Prudhommes Landing in Vineland is a 
stretch—that property, as the Lord Mayor 
clocked it, is 11 miles from Glendale, and 
is currently up for sale, with no develop¬ 


ment applications pending. 

White Oaks Resort and Spa traffic con¬ 
cerns are legitimate. There is no doubt 
widening the intersection closest to its 
entrance will have an impact, and the 
hotel, which has been an exceptional cor¬ 
porate citizen, has to ensure the impact is 
mitigated. The developer, and the Lord 
Mayor, says those concerns will be consid¬ 
ered by the Region before the road design 
is approved, but at that point, White Oaks 
will not be part of the conversation. The 
OMB appeal has been filed to ensure they 
continue to be included in discussions. 

The best scenario would be for the mall 
developer to work with White Oaks on a 
traffic design that meets both their needs, 
before proceeding to the Region for 
approval. That might prevent an OMB 
hearing and expedite the process. Let's 
hope they can work something out.

In response to the Lord 
Mayor's disappointing letter 
(Niagara Advance, July 18), 


we wish to set the record 
straight regarding the prind- 
ples we consistently put forth 
in our discussions with him 
and the Town's CAO, and in 
our presentation to Town 
Council. 

Our goal, consistent with 
our mandate, is preservation 
the former lawn bowling 


lie heritage value and to keep 
this incredibly unique prop¬ 
erty in the public realm as 
open, green space. 

These lands had been 
acquired in 1803 by the colo¬ 
nial government of Upper 
Canada as part of a block for 
the Court House, market 
square, and Government 
House, and were subsequent¬ 
ly transferred to the Town. 

The comer at 244 Regent 
Street has always been green, 
starting off as orchards culti¬ 
vated in 1798 by the Acting 
Surveyor of Upper Canada, 
David Smith. Both Sir Isaac 
Brock and Lieutenant 
Macdonell lay in state at 
Government House on this 
block, which is where their 


funeral procession began in 
1812. 

The Niagara Foundation, a 
non-profit organization that is 
marking its 50th year preserv¬ 
ing the Town's important her¬ 
itage, gave the only response 
to file Town’s public request 
for Expressions of Interest in 
June of 2011. We made them 
a firm commitment to raise 
"the necessary funds through 
grants and private donations 
to deliver a turnkey public 
park to the Town) and we 
would provide the necessary 
sureties to guarantee the 
completion of the project 

Town staff and the Lord 
Mayor have asserted that the 
best use of these lands is pri¬ 
vate residential development 
We disagree and believe that 
the preservation of these his¬ 
toric lands can be achieved 
by a partnership between The 
Niagara Foundation and the 
Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

In discussions with the 
Town, we pointed out esti¬ 
mates from professional land¬ 
scapers for development of a 


public park range between 
$200,000 and $350,000. We 
proposed to raise these funds 
and did not anticipate diffi¬ 
culty in doing so. 

In our proposal, we said 
that “the final design will be 
selected by a juried design 
competition to develop these 
public lands... compatible 
with existing social, cultural 
and heritage standards of our 
community. The jury will 
include representatives from 
the Town and The Niagara 
Foundation." 

Our proposed completion 
date was July 1,2013, which 
would have included suffi¬ 
cient time for design, demoli¬ 
tion and grading, servicing, 
and fall and spring plantings. 

We believed that comple¬ 
tion could be achieved in the 
summer of 2013. 

Without a clear message of 
support from the Tbwn, it was 
not practical for us to proceed 
with the initial stage and 
fundraising. However, the 
necessary indication of sup¬ 
port from Town Council or 
staff was never forthcoming. 


We stand on our record — 
restoration and preservation 
of the Apothecary, St. Mark's 
Rectory, the Foghorn House, 
William Steward House, 
among others — support and 
inspiration to future stewards 
of heritage through the docu¬ 
mentation of properties at 
risk program at Willowbank 
and education through re¬ 
publication of the critically 
important and highly respect¬ 
ed writings of heritage archi¬ 
tect, Peter Stokes. 

If the Town does proceed 
to “pave over" this incredibly 
important public place in our 
cultural and heritage land¬ 
scape, what kind of message 
does this send to residents 
and visitors alike? 

The Niagara Foundation 
remains committed to preser¬ 
vation of this public green 
heritage space - a goal that 
can only be achieved if the 
Town commits to partner 
with us.

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Assistant curator makes small discovery at Niagara

For years, the Believer's 
Pavilion was just a spot on 
an old map of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake from the 1800s. 

No one really knew what 
it was used for. 

But that all changed 
when Niagara Historical 
Society curatorial assistant 
Nicholas Clemens began 
researching an old ledger of 
the Queen's Royal Hotel. 

Hanging near the 
entrance to the Memorial 
Hall Gallery of the Niagara 
Historical Museum is a tour¬ 
ist map of NOTL during the 
1800s. 

The unique map encour¬ 


ages its viewers to consider 
the changes that have affect¬ 
ed the evolution of the 

Many of the landmarks 
have since been replaced, 
leaving questions to their 
origin unanswered, says 
Clemens. 

The pavilion was located 
on the grounds of the 
Queen's Royal Hotel. 

Examining the map, the 
curator says the NOTL Golf 
Club currently inhabits the 
former location of the pavil- 

Not much is known about 
the pavilion and its use was 
only recently discovered 
when someone asked a 
question about the Niagara 
Bible Conference, which

took place at the Queen's 
Royal Hotel, in the late 19th 
century, Clemens says. 


A group known as the 
Believers' Meeting for Bible 
Study organized the confer¬ 
ence and it was held in the 
Believer's Pavilion. 

Information about the 
pavilion is scarce but 
Clemens found a statement 
in the hotel's ledger that 
mentions costs incurred by 
the Niagara Bible 
Conference on July 17, 
1890. 

The pavilion had been 
enlarged, and additional 
chairs were needed for the 
annual conference. The cost 
totaled $1,400. 

The cost involved with 
expanding the pavilion gives 
a clue that the conference 
was an important event that 
drew a large crowd to NOTL,

because it had to be expand¬ 
ed to accommodate more 
people, says Clemens. 

The conference influ¬ 
enced many people, 
Clemens adds. 

"We also know Henry 
Frost, a missionary who led 
an expedition to inland 
China was inspired by one 
of the meetings in NOTL." 

An autobiography about 
Frost's life mentions the 
influence that the annual 
conference had on him in 
the late 1890s. 

The small discovery 
helps to piece together a 
mysterious part of die com¬ 
munity's past. 

"It's not very often that 
something like this hap¬ 
pens, and sometimes there 


is not enough time to look 
freely into records," says 
Clemens. 

But information can be 
found by digging into the 
museum's collection, he 

Now a little more is 
known about the Believer's 
Pavilion, Clemens says. 

"It's exciting to have 
found it. Now when some¬ 
one asks about it, we have 
the answer, and it's there for 
future generations if they 
want the information." 

The Niagara Historical 
Museum is on43 Castlereagh 
St. The museum is open 
daily 10 a.m. to 5 p.m.

minium are historically signif¬ 
icant, he added. 

The planning consultant 
also said the development 
would accommodate the 
increased growth of the popu¬ 
lation of NOIL that the Region 
expects to see by 2031. 

Residents who spoke dur¬ 
ing the meeting shared many 
of the same concerns about 
the increase in traffic and sew¬ 
age that a condominium of this 
size would cause. 

An Anne Street resident 
commented on the height of 
the building and told the plan¬ 
ning consultant and Town staff 
that even a three-storey build¬ 
ing would cause surrounding 
homeowners to lose their pri- 

“Those living in the condo¬ 
minium are only going to get a 
view of other peoples’ back¬ 
yards," the resident said. 

Other who attended the 
meeting were concerned a 
condominium would be an 
eyesore in NOTL because it 
wouldn't match the architec¬ 
tural design of surrounding 
buildings in the community. 

Lowes addressed residents' 
concern about the impact the 
new development will have on 
the town’s Lakeshore Road 
sewage plant which is nearing 
full capacity—the condomini¬ 
um would not be allowed to 
move forward if the current 
sewage plant couldn’t accom¬ 
modate it.

Cathy Wickabrod is a 
busy lady—that's the way 
she likes it. 

But her life is becoming 
even more hectic as she 
assumes the role of presi¬ 
dent of the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Lions Club, a 
70-year-old service orga¬ 
nization that is enjoying a 
growth spurt. 


Although she has 
become the head honcho 
just this month—the first 
female president in a ser¬

choose Lions instead. 

"Lions clubs have come 
a long way in recent years. 
Many clubs are welcom¬ 
ing women, and fewer 
clubs are going the route 
of offering Lioness as an 
option," says Wickabrod. 

And being the presi¬ 
dent, she says, feels amaz¬ 
ing. 

"It's a man's world out 
there. But in Lions, we're 
all out for the same goal, 
male or female. We all 
have our dreams and 
hopes, and we all want to 
help others and our com¬ 
munity. That's what Lions 
is about, and we all share 
that common goal." 

There are many great 
opportunities in town for 
those who want to volun¬ 
teer, but many women 
may not realize the NOTL 
Lions Club is an option, 
she says. 

"It's so amazing to be in 
this position. I want to 
show other women that 
anybody can do it." 

Since Wickabrod, a pur¬ 
chaser for Henry Schein, 
joined the NOTL Lions, 
the membership has 
grown again to a member¬ 
ship of 26. When it reached 
its low point, the club had

socialize, she says. 

Now, there are new 
people coming to town 
and some are choosing 
Lionism. 

More than half the 
members are women— 
that is unusual in Lions, 
she says—and there are six 
couples in the club. 

"We are trying to pro¬ 
mote family within the 
club," says Wickabrod, 
adding that she and other 
couples find they can 
enjoy Lions activities 
together, spending time as 
couples working for the 
betterment of the commu¬ 
nity. 

During her tenure as 
president, she hopes to 
find enough young people 
to build a Leo group, for 14 
to 21 year-olds, making it a 
truly family-oriented club. 

"It's a great opportunity 
for youth. They can travel 
the world as a Leo." 

And it's good for the 
club to have new mem¬ 
bers, new blood and new

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Local church, pharmacist providing aid to marginalized Pygmies of Burundi

Ward Simpson has a 
reputation for helping out 
in his community. 

And it's not unusual to 
hear of him contributing 
much further afield—when 
he sees a need and he can 
help, he doesn't say no. 


In September, he will 
not only be helping out far 
from home, he will fulfill 
one of his own dreams. 

The local pharmacist 
will travel to Burundi to 
set up a pharmacy there as 
part of a medical clinic that 
has been built with funds 
raised locally by 
Cornerstone Community 
Church. 

The central African 
country is one of the poor¬ 
est in the world, and its 
aboriginal people, the 
Pygmies, are the poorest 
and most marginalized in 
their country. They live 
mostly on rural hillsides, 
and are traditionally hunt¬ 


ers and gatherers, but with 
that livelihood stripped 
from them by overpopula¬ 
tion and civil war, they are 
trying to adapt to sustain¬ 
able farming under diffi¬ 
cult conditions. 

Cornerstone has com¬ 
mitted to helping an orga¬ 
nization on the ground in 
Burundi called Harvest for 
Christ, which is providing 
"holistic help," teaching 
the Pygmies farming, build¬ 
ing schools, constructing 
homes that provide a dry 
place to live in the rainy 
season, and delivering 
medical and spiritual sup¬ 
port, says Doug Hiebert, 
associate pastor of 


Cornerstone. 

Hiebert lived in Burundi 
for five years and has made 
several trips back. 

On one of his trips with 
other locals—Cornerstone 
has sent about 30 people to 
Burundi in recent years, 
he says—they were over¬ 
whelmed by the number of 
people hoping for medical 
treatment, and were com¬ 
pelled to respond. 

Cornerstone sends 
$13,500 for the Pygmies of 
Burundi every year, but 
recently co mmi tted to the 
building and staffing of a 
medical clinic which will 
include ambulatory, mater¬ 
nity and surgical units, as 


well as a residence, cafete¬ 
ria and the pharmacy. 

Simpson has arranged 
for 1,000 pounds of medi¬ 
cations to stock the phar¬ 
macy, with help from 
Health Partners 

International of Canada, 
which collects drugs from 
Canadian manufacturers 
to be shipped overseas to 
developing countries. 

"Doug told me about 
the medical clinic, and 
asked if I would help set 
up the pharmacy," says 
Simpson. 

"I've always wanted to 
do this kind of mission, 
taking drugs to underprivi¬ 
leged people and helping 


to set up a pharmacy for 
them, so I said yes." 

The church is contribut¬ 
ing about $150,000 to the 
clinic, and a generous sup¬ 
porter has offered to match 
new donations up to 
$50,000. 

As one of its fundrais¬ 
ers, Cornerstone will be 
reviving its Peach Cafe as a 
two-day event, Aug. 17 and 
18, with fresh-picked 
peaches, ice cream, live 
music, a bake sale and quilt 

In the meantime, dona¬ 
tions can be made at 
Cornerstone or at 
Simpson's Pharmacy. Tax 
receipts will be issued.

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Councillor advocates for safety on trails

The warmer weather 
brings more residents out and 
about—many of them walk¬ 
ing along trails to get their 
daily exercise. 

But a nice walk on a sunny 
summer day can turn sour 
very quickly, especially when 
a person operating an electric 


bicycle or scooter sneaks up 
and frightens a pedestrian, or 

This concern prompted 
Councillor Jamie King to urge 
Town staff to explore the use 
of electric bicycles and scoot¬ 
ers on the Town's municipal 
trail system. 

His hope is that the Town 
will consider a new bylaw 
which would protect pedes¬ 
trians from electric bicycles 
and scooters. 

Battery-operated bicycles 
and scooters fall under the 
same provincial legislation as 
bicycles, but the municipality 
could ban them from recre¬ 
ational trails. 

King noted the growing 
number of electric bicycles 


and scooters could be a liabil¬ 
ity for the Town. 

"The moment a 200- 
pound individual on a 200- 
pound bike drives an electric 
bike at 32 kilometre an hour 
and accidently strikes a 
pedestrian, it will have a big¬ 
ger impact than a regular bike 
would." 

Part of the problem with 
electric bikes, King said, is 
that they are faster and silent, 
so pedestrians don't see or 
hear them until it's too late. 

King said he has been 
approached by a number of 
residents who are concerned 
about electric bikes and scoot¬ 
ers on trails and he would like 
a report from Town staff on 
the matter. 


Ewald Kuczera, director of 
public works, said this issue 
has been discussed by traffic 
safety task force and it is a dif¬ 
ficult matter. 

"We have a bylaw for side¬ 
walks but not for trails," he 
said. 

Councillor Martin Mazza 
suggested the Town lobby the 
province to mandate silent 
battery-operated bicycles and 
scooters so they have some 
type of bell, or sound that 
would warn pedestrians they 

Some action needs to be 
taken to ensure pedestrians 
can hear these types of vehi¬ 
cles approaching rather than 
catching them by surprise, 
Mazza said.
